Toronto is going to have the rughy 
real earnest this fall, be- 
“cause the indications are that the city 
will have in the Argos a team to cheer 
There is no use talking. Toronto 
takes more interest in a winning city 
team than it does a winning Varsity 
team.

So as to do away with the fake kick 
so prevalent at the quarter-way sta- 
tion, the following amendment was 
adopted: 

“Kick out is a drop kick from not 
more than 25 yards from the kicker's 
goal-line unless blocked by an op- 
ponent. The team entitled to the 
dick-out shall have the option of a 
scrimmage on the 25-yard line. ‘The 
penalty for infringement of this rule 
shall be a scrimmage on the side not 
offending on the 25-yard line.” 

When a Try is a Try 

The words “or over the deadball 
line” were added to the definition of a 
try so as to make it clear that when 
a player carries the ball across his op- 
ponent’s goal line he is entitled to a 
try even if he goes into touch-in-goal 
er over the dead-ball line. It is nota 
try, though, when an attacking play- 
er secures the ball behind the goal 
line on an opponent’se error and is 
thea thrown into touch-in-goal 
vever the deadball line. 

So as to make the definition of a 
rouge clearer the wording was re-ar- 
ranged as follows. 

“A Rouge is: (a) When a player 
“etting possession of the ball in his 
own goal, makes a touch-down, fair 
catch, or is fairly held there; (b) when 
the ball or a player of either side 
having possession of it is in touch-in- 
goal or across the dead-ball line, ex- 
cept such player carries the ball over 
iis opponent’s goal-line and makes a 
try; (c) when a foul is committed. in 
goal,” 

To rule 16 was added the following, 

“No delay for injury to player or 
any other cause shall exceed two} 
minutes,” 

It was decided to insert after the 
word “quarter,” in the sixth line, rule 
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Dyterian by a score of 8 to 3.

Wonderfu! Feat—Timer's Name, 
Please ! 


A hundred yards in nine seconds 
Hat! ‘Inis is the feat timers and wit- 
nesses say Richard Perry Williams, 
physical director and coach of the 
Berkley School, New York, accom- 
plished at New Lyme, Mass. 

A hundred yards in nine geconds! 
If Williams actually sprinted the dis- 
tance in that time he reached a goal 
which clenched fists, pounding hearts, 
bursting lungs, spring steel muscles 
and iron determinations have strug- 
gted for in vain since the days of the 
Greeks. 

William clipped three-fifths of a 
second off the official A. .1. U. 100- 
yard sprint record made by Dan J. 
Kelly at Spokane, Wash., June 23rd, 
1900, 

Three-fifths of a second! What is 
that? The quiver of an eye-lash, the 
twinkling of a star, a heart beat, the 
flutter of a bird’s wing. But it’s a 
great deal. 

Let Williams and Kelly race roo 
yards, each running the distance in 
his own time, Kelly in 9 3-5 seconds, 
Williams in g flat. Both runners teap 
into the air at the crack of the pistol. 
They come down the stretch blurred 
by their speed. 

But Williams breaks the tape when 
Kelly has stil 18 feet 9 inches to go— 
half the width of a city lot. ‘That's 
what a heart-beat, three-fifths of a 
second, is in the 100-yard dash. 

Williams had to cross 33 feet 4 
inches each time a watch’s second 
hand moved, 

Williams made the record in the 
presence of a small gallery of Pine 
Grove, Mass., summer residents on 
the track at the State camp grounds. 
Two men with stop watches caught 
the time at nine seconds flat. The 
watches agreed. The track is straight 
and level. No wind was blowing.
